More and more Americans 
clearly understand Uio disas- 
trous rolalionslilp liclwccn mi- 
litary exponditmos and econ- 
omy. It's not so difficult to 


catch the distinction between 
specific effects on a parll- 
cular Industry, locality or 
group of workers and the over- 
all affects on the economy as a 
whole. A military contract can 
create the jobs for a particular 
group of workers In a specific 
industry and locatlly. But mili- 
tary expenditures cannot signi- 
ficantly reduce the overall rale 
of unemployment. On the con- 
trary — they are the main fac- 
tor keeping unemployment 
high. 

The fact la that, dollar for 
dollar, military expenditures 
create on average only half the 
jobs that civilian expenditures 
do. Studies by most skilled 
economists show this. Most of 
the money for the weapons 
bulId-up go Into costly specie! 
materials and into supeihlgh 
salaries for the highly speciali- 
zed iclentlsts and technicians 
Involved, into very fat compa- 
ny proflls—not Into the wages 
and salaries ol ordinary people.
